_ OPIUM ON “ BMPRESS ” BOAT 


At the Police Court on Saturday morn- 
ing, before Mr, Wood, four Chinese from 
the str. Empress of Japtn were charged 
with ‘being in unlawful possession of 4 
quantity, of opium valued at £250. 

Mr. Preston. (of Messra. Johnson, Stokes 
& Master), defended tho second prisoner, 
& carpenter, who pleaded guilty and a- 
‘cepted the whole of tho responsibility. 

. The evidence went'to show that the. de- 
fondants were getting the opium off the 
ship in fout bags, when they were scen by 
an Indjan fireman, The Indians having 
missed articles of clothing of lte, jt was 
thought that the bags contained the stolen 
-olothes, An alarm was raised and jm the 
excitement one of the bags fel]: inte the 
water and sank. Two bags had already 
been’ put into .a boat and another was 
awalting removal. -An examination of th: 
‘bags revealed the fact that they contained 
opium, which had been concealed in the 
refrigerator to which the other defendants 
had access.’ ” i

d-holders by: reports of faulty control 

or the misconduct of responsible railwa 
ofiicials.. The oaly measures so far, ddopt- 
ed to copo with the mishandling of 
finances, and at the same time to inaugur- 
ate somo definite book-keeping system, ate 
these embraced in the schema for the uni- 
fication of accounts, Splendid as is this 
advamee it-is not eufficient. What is 
needed is the creation of an Inspectorate. 
General of Railways, the duties of which 
Will bo the general management of all the 
State lines now in. operation. or in the 
course of construction. China has no 
adequate central instrument for the effi. 
cient development and administration of 
what .should be her greatest earning 
factors, and the time is rapidly approach. 
ing when she will be compelled by outside 
‘influence to create such an organisation 
ag that suggested if she does not of ber 
own volition do so. A wise Government 
would set.to work at once to engage from 
abroad experts in railway ‘contrel: men 
who have proved their competence: who 
would come to China aa servants of the 
Chinese. Government; who would ‘work 
under the Minister of Communicasions 
rail- 


for the economic development of the 
ways; and who would. ba proud to re- 
organise and elevate tho system to the 
plane which it should occupy. The lines 
Pro now notorious for their lack of homo- 
geneity in management, though it must 
te raid that efforts have been made by 
foreign officials, with some little succsss, 
to co-ordinate: essentials. | However, the 
question stil] remains one of the most im- 
portant confronting China, and there 
tcems to be no other method of dealing 
with it than to appoint a specially 
equipped Inspectorate-General with ade 
quate powers of administration.
